ORD WHATLEY had attained to thofe 
years, that may not improperly be called 
the reign of the paffions.

To think us capable of fuch 
bafenefs, of proitituting the dear child we have 
brought up!—Take our lives, fmy lord, but 
leave us our honour; it is the only pofleflion we 
have. Are we then no longer worthy to be 
your fervants? You, you then, had no fuch de- 
fign. It is you, fir, who have given his lord-

his children. 

No, my dear Adams, interrupted Whatley, I 
never had any fuch horrid idea. This’is the in- 
fufferable pleafantry of my friend. Set your

Keceive no leiters 
from my lord; never be a moment alone; be al- 
ways, if poflible, inthe bofom of your father 
and mother. Remember that the greacett of all 
pofleffions is innocence. Embrace me, my dear 
child, and be the glory and comfort of your pa- 
rents. 

Fanny wept. No, my worthy father, no, 
you never fhall have reafon to bluth for me. I 
did not apprehend any thing like this frem my 
lord.

Ventole, (4th March.) 


Faé& is now reported, which gives a fhock- 

ing idea of the ferocioufnels of the mon- 
fter who had fucceeded in fubjugating all France. 
Trial, acomedian, and at the fame tume a magif- 
trate of the people, as wis Collotd’Herbois, de- 
clared, fome minutes before his death, that he 
died convulfed with remorfe for having caufed the 
execution of madame de St. Amaranthe, her 
beautiful daughter, Madame de Sartine, her fon 
aged 10 years, her whole family, and many of 
their friends. It happened inthe following man- 
ner :—Robefpierre and ‘Trial were admitted into 
madame de Amaranthe’s houfe, and..were fre- 
quently there entertained at dinner, “One day 
Robeipierre, intoxicated with liquor, {poke with 
much indifcretion, and even difclofed fome of 
his purpofes in prefence of fome of the guelts 
and attendants. ‘The next morning, ‘Trialcame, 
with eagernefs to Robefpierre, to remonitrate 
upoh the imprudence he had committed, and ex- 
pofed to him the dangers he might run by fuch 
an indifcretion. Robefpierre pauled a moment, 
then only faid to Trial, ‘*be not uneafy,”” Two 
days after, the whole family and all the fervants 
were guillotiued.

Wednefday JOHN JAY was fworn in Go- 
yernor, and STEPHEN VAN RESSELAER, 
Lieutenant Governor of the State of New-York. 


The following important Article is annexed to 
theTreaty : 

CONDITIONAL RATIFICATION 
On the Part of the United States, 
In Senate, June 24, 1795. 

Refolved, ‘That the Senate do confent to, and 
advife the Prefident of the United States to ratify 
the Treaty of Amity, Commerce and Navigation 
between his Bricannic Majefty and the United 
States of America, concluded at London the 19th 
November, 1794, on condition that there be ad- 
ded to the faid Treaty, an article whereby it fhall 
be agreed to fufpend the operation of fo much of 
the XIIth Article, as refpeéts the Trade, which 
his faid Majefty thereby confents may be carried 
on between the United States and his Iflands in 
the Weft Indies, in the manner, and on the terms 
and conditions therein fpecified. 

And the Senate recommend to the Prefident to 
proceed without delay to further friendly nego- 
ciations with his Majeity on the fubjeét of the 
faid trade, and of the terms and conditions in 
queftion. 

From hence it is prefumed, that it is (or was) 
optical with the Prefident, either to ratify it or 
xoT, as he may find it well or ill received by 
THE PEOPLE. 

It has been rumoured fince Wednefday, that 
the Prefident of the United States has refufed to 
give his affent to the Treaty. 

It is currently reported, that a petition, which 
had feveral thoufands of names upon it, is hand- 
ed round at Philadelphia, praying the Preiident 
of the United States to withhold his fignature 


from THE TREATY. 


It is faid that the Marfhal of this diftri€t has 
forbid the fale of the prize taken by the French 
fchooner ‘La Vengeur, and was brought in here 
a few days fince, on account of its being an ille- 
gal capture. 

Reports fay, that the above mentioned priva- 
teer was fitted out at Philadelphia, and failed 
from thence without a clearance—on the other 
hand it is afferted that fhe was formerly an En- 
glith privateer called the Dolphin, and was taken 
a few months fince by feveral armed boats from 
Port-au-Paix. [ Diary. ] 

Late on Thurfday evening the fhip Favorite, 
Capt. Storey, arrived at this port in 40 days 
from Havre-de-Grace. Capt. Storey brings pa- 
pers to May zo, which we have have not yet 
een, but learn, that there is not the moft diftant 
profpeét of Peace, and that preparations for 
CONTINUED Wak are as vigorous as ever. 

By Jamaica accounts to June 6, received on 
Thurfday, we learn, that two French Privateers 
had burnt, funk, and defttroyed, within the 
month pait, between that place and Cuba, 29 
Spanifh vefiels. And that the brig Hero, Ro- 
bertfon, of London, who was going to join the 
convoy, at Regeil, was taken by a French Pri- 
vateer. 

Capt. Eldridge, of the brig Abigail, from 
Cherbourg which place he left the the 17th May, 
informs, that the day before he failed, accounts 
had been received there, that two Ambafladors 
had arrived at Paris from the Court of London 
for the purpofe of negociating a PEACE with 
the Republic of France. ‘This account was con- 
firmed by fimilar information from on board of 
an Englith frigate, which boarded Capt. El- 
ridge a few hours after he left Cherbourg. 





The thip Ontario Capt. Wheafon, arrived at 
this port on Monday, in four months and twenty- 
feven days from Canton, in China. Left at Can- 
ton, to fail for Bofton in about ten days, fhip 
Jefferfon, of Bolton, Capt. Roberts, who had 
been north-weftward. 

We learn, that the cargo of the fhip Mary- 
land, From the Ifle of France, for this port 
(which veflel was taken and carried into Bermu- 
da in the month of April) is condemned by the 
Admiralty of faid Ifland. 

Capt. Harrifon, in the {chooner Sunbury Pack- 
et, arrived in 22 days from Port-au-Prince, in- 
forms that quietnefs prevailed there, and 
that nothing material had tranfpired during his 
ftay there, Hour was felling for 12 dollars, other 
provifions proportionably low, lumber 50 dollars 
per thoufand. 

Capt. Stevenfon, from Gaudaloupe and St. 
Thomas, informs us, that while he remained 
at St. Thomas, certain intelligence had been re- 
ceived that Demarara had been taken poffeflion 
of by the Britith.

Beaver-ftreet, down Broad-ftreet into Peurl-ttreet, 
up Beekman-ftreet to the New Pretbyterian 
Church. When arrived there, the legion will 
halt, and the whole open to th? right and left; 
the officers of the militia will march up, .and the 
others in the fame order. ‘The Declaration of 
Independence to be read by Mr. Ed. Livingtton, 
after which a fermon will be preached by the 
Rev. Mr. Miller, and a collection made for the 
ufe of the Charity School of this church. An 
Ode, fuitable to the day, will be fung. 

In returning from the church, the proceffion 
will move in like manner as aforefaid, down 
Broad-way to the Battery, where a feu-de-joie 
is to be fired.

CHARLESTON, June 16. 

We learn from Capt. Oliver, that accounts 
were received at St. Thomas’s, of the French 
having landed at,and taken pofleffion of the ifland 
of Anguilla. 

June 18. 

Capt. Revell, who arrived on Tuefday from 
L’Archaye, informs, that on the 28th May he 
was at Port-au-Prince; that. from appearances 
there, and information he received from feveral 
gentlemen, he was led to believe that the Britifh 
troops would fhortly evacuate that port; general 
Williamfon had arrived there from Jamaica, and 
foon after feized on the eftates of feveral perfons 
who had fubmitted to the Britifh—this gave great 
uneafinefs to the French inhabitants.
